Alderman Harris,

demned by President Roosevelt and 
the professors of various universities 
and colleges as a game of brutal and 
of unnecessary roughness, where the

of 
players 
are 
jeopardized; 
therefore, 
“Be it ordered that the corporation 
counsel be, and is hereby, directed to 
prepare and to submit to this council 
an ordinance prohibiting college foot­ 
ball In this city until the rules regu­ 
lating said games are so revised as to 
eliminate the element of danger that 
now prevails.” 
Last night's action by the city coun- 
cll will not In any way affect the 
game there Thanksgiving between the 
Universities of Michigan and Chicago, 
as the council does not meet again 
until next Monday.

ble to secure news from the lake dis­ 
tricts. 
A report from tw^o harbors is to the 
effect that a steamer in distress has 
been blowing signals since 2 o'clock 
this morning. Owing to snow fiitrries 
on the lake, it is impossible to ascer­ 
tain what craft it is. 
The steel freighter, Crescent City, 
of the Pittsburg Steamship company 
fieet, is stranded on the north shore of 
I^ake Superior, a total wreck. 
She W'as driven on the rocks w ithin 
the limits of the city of Duluth at 2 
o’clock this morning. 
All members of the crew and cap­ 
tain are safe. 
A big steamer is ashore off Port

Dixie Tuttle, the young woman of

Attor­ 
ney Robinson arose and entered one of 
g uilty. District Attorney Dyer handed 
the letters in the case to the court, b u t' 
before Judg e Finkelnburg had an op­ 
portunity to examine them Mr. Robin- 
son g ot the court’s attention and com­ 
menced his plea for leniency .

J efferson City , Mo., No v . z8 .— 
Geo. 
Ry an, the “ ice-Dox man” of Kansas 
City , weakened y esterday afternoon, 
and made a complete confession to 
Warden Hail, giv ing fu ll details as to 
tiow the conv icts escaped from 
the 
prison. 
The warden went to Ry an’s cell at 
the inTltatio n of 
the conv ict. 
He 
made the confession of his own v oli­ 
tion, and it is believ ed to be true by 
Ctov emor Folk and the warden. 
It is 
partly corroborated by the statements 
of Edward Ray mond, another of the 
quartette who literally shot their way 
out of the prison last Friday after­ 
noon. 
As a result of the confession, the 
police of Sc. Louis, Kansas City , St. 
J oseph, J oplin, Carthage and other 
d ties are today ^gaged in a search 
for in ex -conv ict named H. E. Spen- 
osr. He Is the man who procured the 
arme and ex plosiv es, and he is the 
man who smuggled them 
into the 
prison. 
Gov ernor Folk offers a re- 
v rard of fSOff for his arrest and deliv ­ 
ery to the sheriff of Cole county . 
Acoordtng to the reco rd , Spencer 
-v ras receiv ed at the prison from Bates 
oounty under a sentence of two y ears 
from May 10,1004, for hav ing burglars’ 
tools In his possession. 
He was re­ 
leased Nov ember 1, last. He is a na­ 
tiv e of Michigan, and was 18 y ears of

Spencer to o k the mo ney and agreed 
to hav e the stu ff inside the priso n last 
Wednesday night. He kept his wo rd, 
and the tragedy o f Friday fo llo wed. 
Spencer's plan was all outlined be­ 
fore he left the prison. He was to buy 
the pistols and cartridges in Kansas 
City , the ex plosiv e was to be stolen 
in Carthage and the fuse for firing it 
was to be procured in J oplin. 
He 
stole the ex plosiv e, in the shape of 
sticks of dy namite, and ex tracted from 
it a qnart bottle of nitro gly cerin. He 
came to J efferson City last Wednesday 
afternoon. 
That night he scaled the 
wall of the stockade at a point on 
Main street. This was easy , for there 
Is no guard maintained on the walls 
of the stockade after nightfall. 
A Ladder Was Used. 
He went up from the outside by 
means of the ladder leading to one of 
the guard towers and let himself do wn 
by means o f a rope that he carried. 
Once Inside the sto ckade, the rest o f 
his task was simple. 
He pried o pen 
the windo w in the facto ry and depo sit­ 
ed 
the rev o lv ers 
and ammu nitio n, 
do ne u p in bu ndles, and the ex plo siv e, 
in a bo ttle, u nder the bench at which 
Vau ghn wo rked. He had fu lfilled his 
co ntract to the letter. 
Vau ghn fo u nd the stu ff 
the nex t 
mo rning and hid it in the sto ck ro o m. 
Thu rsday night, in their cell, 
the 
fo u r co nv icts perfected the plans fo r 
their desperate wo rk the nex t day . 
Originally it was their intentio n to u se 
the ex plo siv e o n the wall, bu t in the
